tions, is the account of his splendid de- 
fence of Fort Harrison. 
He was soon 


after promoted to the rank of Major for 
his gallant and intrepid conduct on that 
memorable occasion. 
During the re- 


mainder of the war he was actively em- 
ployed in the western couniry, but its 
he had no oppouumiy of again distin- 
guishing himself in a separate command,' 
we are not able to pursue his move- 
ments. 


In 1832 he was advanced to the rank 


of Colonel. 
On the commencement of 


the war in Florida, he was ordered on 
service in that district. 
He was more 


fortunate than those who had preceded 
him. 
He succeeded in bringing on a 


general action at Okee Chokee, and 
gained a signal victory over the Indians. 
His conduct was duly appreciated by 
lhe Government, and he was immediate- 
ly promoted to the- lank of Brevet Brig- 
adier General, with the chief command 
in Florida, where he continued lo re- 
main umil L840, when he wa:, relieved 
by General Armislead.
